She aaid 
and her husband left Mullendorefc Cafeteria and walxed west « n 5 ^ n 
Street to Houston Street. She stated she observed much confusion in 
this area and, to determine what had happened, she

locate the ho Xe . 



Mrs. HARTMAN was exhibited photographs 7 and 8 of the 
photography exhibits in Dallas report of SA ROBERT P. GEMBERLING 
dated November 30, 1963. She stated she and her husband were 
standing about five feet south of the curb In the general vicinity 

of the culvert or manhole cov«r.
